Com 
mander Tomplin M Potts, who wua 
navigator of the battleship Massaoha 
setts during the same period, 
and 


Lieut. Edward F. Leipor, who was on 
the New Orleans during the war, the 
lasf-named still being on the stand 
when the court adjourned for tlie day. 
Admiral Taylor related incidents of the 
battle off Santiago on July 3d, includ 
ing the Brooklyn's famous loop. He 
said that none of tho Spanish ships had 
made any effort to ram any of the 
American vessels when they came out 
of the harbor of Santiago. Commander 
Potts' testimony dealt especially with 
the bombardment of the Colon. 
An 


swering a question from Judge Advo 
cate Lemly, as to the conduct of Ad 
miral Schley during that engagement, 
he said it was that of a man laboring 
under great mental excitement and of a 
man who was anxious to discharge as 
soon as possible a disagreeable duty. 
Lieut. Lieper expressed his opinion 
that the Spanish shore batteries at San 
tiago bad not been at any time formida 
ble. 
During Commander Potts' testi 


mony, Mr. Kayner secured permission 
from the court to introduce as evidence 
the order of Secretary Long to Admiral 
Sampson, dated April 6th, in which he 
was admonished against the exposure 
of the American vessels to the fire of 
slroDgly fortified forts.

NEW ISTHMIAN TREATY. 


The I'nltcd State* Han Made No Sur- 


render to Kntcland. 


Washington, Oct. 9.—Thore has been 


no surrender by England to the "United 
States in the matter of the new Isth- 
mian canal treaty. 
It is equally true 


that the United States has sacrificed 
no principle.in these negotiations, and 
the effect of contrary statements is 
deprecated as likely seriously to jeopar- 
dize the chances of the consummation 
of the convention which shall finally 
and peacefully settle the issue that has 
been a source of danger for the past 
fifty years. 


It is said that what actually has hap- 


pened is that each side has preserved 
the underlying principle- of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, and the new convention 
will provide for a waterway neutral at 
all times nnd open to commerce of the 
world. 


The riayton-Rulwer treaty, however, 


drawn half a century ago, has proved 
to be defective in mechanism for giv- 
ing effect to this purpose. 
The new 


treaty simply provides this mechanism. 
England IK relieved from the guaran- 
tee, which In her case was only trou- 
blesome and which, being assumed by 
the United States in tolo, is quite as 
effective.

"RIDING THE STANG." 


An Old Custom That Still Lives In 


tne Nortlk. ol IQnfflond. 


In some portions of the world the cus- 


toms of the "good old days" still obtain. 
The method pursued in the treatment of 
drunken husbands in the north of Eng- 
land is,'a survival from the time when 
there were (no magistrates convenient be- 
fore whom the erring husband might be 
haled. 


This method is known as "riding the 


stang," and, though a very old practice, 
quite recently two cases of its being en- 
forced were brought before the public 
notice. 


The erring husbands were tied astride 


long poles and carried in this ridiculous 
and uncomfortable position through the 
streets of their town and followed by a 
' jeering crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren, who did not hesitate to pelt them 
with refuse, according to the time hon- 
ored usage on these occasions. 


There are variations of the methods of 


"riding the stang," however, that men- 
tioned above being perhaps the severest 
form. 


In parts of Yorkshire and other north- 


ern counties, for instance, "riding the 
stang" is practiced more as a vicarious 
punishment for any frailty on the part 
of man or wife than a direct and per- 
sonal punishment, as in the cases in- 
stanced above. 


Needless to say, in the cases in which 


the ceremony is performed vicariously 
thcfperson who rides the stang is not 
subjected to bodily ill treatment at the 
bands of those who perform it. 


It is usually some good natured friend 


who is selected for bestriding the stang. 
lie is carried through the streets in the 
8'ilflt. of the evening on the shoulders of 
thfo"'men, preceded by another carrying 
a lantern. 


At every fifty yards or so the proces- 


sion makes a bait, during which the ac- 
commodating stang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while I you harangue; 


"Ti3 neither for your sake nor for my sake 


That I ride the stang. 


But it is for the wife ot John Smith. 


That I ride the stang. 


In the fullness of time the procession 


finds itself outside the house of the guilty 
husband, where it disperses after a few 
choruses of hoots and jeers. 


The vocal discord, however, is seldom 


deemed sufficiently soul stirring, a sup- 
plementary pandemonium produced from 
pots, pans and kettles usually being em- 
ployed against the offender. 


HABITS OF THE MARTEN. 


He Has a.' Havenons Appetite For' 


Honey and His Own Young. 


"The Hudson bay marten, the little fur 


bearer whoae skin is ever popular and at 
times exceedingly valuable, is still plenti- 
ful in that region of fur bearers," said W. 
B. Salmon, ona time a trapper for the 
Hudson Bay company, "but I believe it 
would, have been virtually extinct there 
long ago-if it were not for a habit it has 
of making periodical disappearances, for 
the mystery of which I never'heard any 
satisfactory explanation. 


"These disappearances occur every ten 


years. Where the animals go to no one 
knows. No dead ones are ever found, and 
no one has yet discovered any evidence of 
their migration to any other region. A 
few martens, of course, remain on their 
old feeding grounds, but during the sea- 
son of the disappearance of their fellows 
none of them will touch the bait in a 
trap, and consequently none is caught. 
The next year the martens are back 
again in their old haunts as numerous aa 
ever and for tea years more submit to 
being caught. 


"The Hudson bay martens seem to be 


the only ones of the species that have 
this strange habit. The Lake Superior 
martens don't waste any of their time in 
disappearing voluntarily, but are foand at 
the old stand year in and year out, hous- 
ing themselves in hollow trees in the 
deepest woods and making life a perpet- 
ual burden to birds, so.uirrels, rabbits and 
other small game on which they prey. 


"The Lake Superior marten has one 


predilection of the palate, in which he re- 
sembles the bear. That is a passion for 
honey. He will line a wild bee to its 
home with the precision of the most ex- 
pert bee hunter, and the hidden sweets 
of that bee colony will have to be in a 
most inaccessible place if the marten 
doesn't soon revel in them. 


"Like the male mink, the male marten 


has an overpowering love not only for 
his own offspring, but for the offspring 
of his fellow martens—such peculiar love, 
indeed, that if it wasn't for the instinct 
and shrewdness of the mother martens 
the race of martens would have been un- 
known long ago. The male marten is so 
fond of his young that he will eat them 
vip whenever he happens to find them. 
The mother, therefore, bears her young 
in some secret biding place, and keeps 
them hidden until they are half grown 
and able to defy the cannibalistic love of 
their sire. The female mink exercises 
the same instinct with her progeny, for 
the father of them, as fond as he is of 
trout and other fish, will leave his fishing 
any time to dine on his interesting little 
family."—-New York Times.

THE ORIGIN OF AN OLD AND VERY 


COMMON SUPERSTITION. 


A CENTER OF OSCULATION. 


Mountain* Made of Skeletons. 


Many of the most imposing mountain 


ranges of the globe are largely made up 
of limestones composed almost entirely 
of the hard parts of animals which once 
lived in the sea, the most important of 
these rock building forms being ot a very 
small size. The solid earth is, in fact, 
a colossal graveyard, and many of its 
most imposing elevations are stupendous 
tombstones. 


The chalk making up the white cliffs 


to which England owes her name of 
Albion (Latin, albus, white) is chiefly 
composed of microscopic shells closely re- 
sembling those now found at the bottom 
of the sea. Hills and mountain ranges 
largely made of this chalk extend from 
Britain and France round the shores «f 
the Mediterranean and away into Asia, 
and are largely represented in other parts 
of the world. Even more remarkable is 
the limestone of which the pyramids are 
built. 


This is chiefly made up of coin shaped 


shells (mummulites), partly responsible, 
no doubt, for eastern legends of magic 
money. The limestone containing them 
attains a thickness of several thousand 
feet and is the material_of which many 
mountain ranges are largely built. Be- 
ginning on the west, we have the Pyre- 
nees and Alps, followed by the Carpa- 
thians, Caucasus, mountains of Asia 
Minor, North Africa and Baluchistan 
'and, lastly, the Suleiman mountains. 
^Himalayas and ranges in Cnina and 
Japan.

Where Many Immigrants Arrive. 
Ellis island, In New York harbor, 


where countless immigrants land, affords 
a rare study in osculation. At no place 
in the wide world is there so much kiss- 
ing done. The osculatory performance is 
of the continuous variety, and day in and 
day out, no matter what the weather 
conditions are, the kissing show goes on. 


The particular spot where long sepa- 


rated friends and relatives thus come to- 
gether in earnest embrace is officially 
known as the bureau of information, lo- 
cated near the western part of the build- 
ing wherein immigrants from the re- 
motest quarters of the globe are receiv- 
ed, examined and, if not found wanting, 
given into the fostering care of Miss Co- 
lumbia and her Uncle Sam. The gate 
through which the eligible immigrants 
emerge to become residents of the now 
world is known as the kissing gate. 
Here is where those from a foreign shore 
meet those who have been awaiting their 
arrival. 


Mother and daughter meet husband 


and father here after long years of sepa- 
ration. It is here that sweethearts clasp 
bands and indulge in a furtive kiss under 
the cold eye of the officials, who are so 
used to the sight that they pay little at- 
tention to it. Here the frugal Hans, who 
has saved enough money to send for his 
gray haired parents, clasps them in 
sturdy embrace, and here may be found 
sadly disappointed ones, who wait for 
friends that never come. There are tears 
mingled with the joy of meeting and 
ste-ries of longing and privation to be 
told afterward. 


"There's somebody or other kissing 


there all day long," say the officials, for 
thousands upon thousands of immigrants 
pass through this gateway to the United 
States. Many nationalities are repre- 
sented in the hugging exercise—French, 
Spanish, German, American, Russian, 
Scandinavian, Dutch, Danish, Servian, 
Czech, Italian, Basque. The Italians, 
like the French, are great ones for kiss- 
irg, and it is not uncommon to see two 
bearded men standing in a bearlike em- 
brace kissing like two turtle doves, while 
the inspectors and interpreters and at- 
tendants cry out to them to move along 
and make room for the next pair of 
kissers.—Detroit Free Press.

Fevers. 


Fever generally, physicians say, is a 


condition in which are present the phe- 
nomena of a rise of temperature, an ac- 
celerated circulation aud marked tissue 
danger. As to the primary cause there 
are several theories. One is that it is a 
disorder of the sympathetic nerve sys- 
tem or a derangemdnt of the nerve cen- 
ters in the brain which govern the 
processes of heat production, circulation 
and other functions of the body. Fever 
is generated by chemical changes, prin- 
cipally a process of oxidation or a burn- 
ing up of the tissues of the body. A 
quickened circulation is the rule in all 
fevers, and this maintains a ratio of in- 
crease with the rise in temperature, 
every additional degree of heat beiug 
marked hy an 'increase'Of eight or ten 
pulse beats a minute.—New York Post.

Borne of the Ancient Signs and 


Omens Tliat Still Hold Sway Over 
Mankind — Breaking 
a. „, Looking: 


Gln»H and tlte Cro»»lng of Knives. 
There is a "wherefore" for all things, 


even for those "signs, omens, supersti- 
tions," which some men call frivolous 
and foolish. Some men object to walking 
under a ladder. Well, is there not the 
danger of the ladder falling on you or of 
the man at work on it dropping his paint 
pot or his soapsuds on you? It is re- 
garded ns a sign of bad luck to cross 
knives at table. This superstition came 
about in this wise. The original knife was 
nothing else but a dagger which men 
wore in their belts, ready for carving the 
mutton or their acquaintances. The cross- 
ing of blades meant a fight, and it is no 
w onder that women found crossed knives 
a sign suggestive of misfortune. 


Spilling the salt once meant the worst 


of bad luck, and today there are many 
people who throw a pinch over their left 
.shoulder "to break the charm" if they 
happen to tip over the saltcellar. 
Salt 


was until recently an expensive article 
and a dear necessity. So important was 
it that the finding of salt wells in Chesh- 
ire, England, first brought the merchants 
of Europe into savage Britain and led to 
the civilization of the island. The very 
phrase "worth his salt" means worth his 
salary, and the word salary itself means 
"salt money." 


Because it was so important ancient 


usage placed the saltbox in the middle of 
the table so that it might be within reach 
of all. The "gentles" sat above the salt 
and the "simples" below it. In the rega- 
lia in the Tower of London the saltcellar 
is one of the most gorgeous pieces, being 
built like a castle of silver nnd heavily 
gilded. Such being the importance of the 
snltbox the upsetting of it was some- 
thing more than an accident. It was an 
event, and, being bad luck in itself, soon 
came to be regarded Jis a sign of bad 
luck. 


Some trace the beginning of the super- 


stition to the picture of "The Liast Sup- 
per," by Leonardo da Vinci, in which 
painting the saltcellar is represented as 
overturned. But the superstition is older 
than the picture, and it was undoubtedly 
because of the superstition that Leonardo 
so depicted the salt in bus celebrated 
painting. 


To break a looking glass is regarded in 


some households as a sure sign of death 
in the family. The superstition regarding 
the looking glass came about in this way. 
Before there were any poorhouses there 
were plenty of old women, poor and 
friendless and lone past the age when 
they could make their living by manual 
labor. But they knew the world and the 
credulity and the passions of mankind. 
The;, also knew the herbs of the lield and 
the garden which were possessed of me- 
dicinnl virtues, and so between their 
knowledge of medicine and their knowl- 
edge of the human heart they managed to 
make a living by selling wimple remedies 
for the body nnd dealing out advice, 
prophecies and spells for the mind. 


"If you have a proud foe to make 


tracks, if you melt a rich uncle in wax," 
or if you had the stomach ache, all you 
hud to do was to cull in one of these 
"wise women," as they were termed. 
Sometimes the "wise woman" got too 
wise and was drowned or burned as a 
witch. Hera was a perilous business, but 
the only one by which the poor old hag 
could make a living. If jou wanted to 
get rid of nn enemy in those days, you 
ci'lled in the local practitioner of witch- 
craft and told her your symptoms. Then 
she made a little image of wax or n rag 
doll, which was, named from the person 
whom you desired to "get oft' the earth." 
Set the image by the fire, and as it melt- 
ed away so would your enemy or your 
rich uncle pine away und die. Stick pins 
in the rag doll, and the objectionable one 
would suffer the pains of "pins and nee- 
dles." Smash the doll to pieces, and the 
hated or superfluous one would meet 
with a violent and sudden death. 


Another schopl of witchcraft held that 


a surer way to smash aa enemy was to 
break a looking glass into which the 
listed one had just gazed. It must be done 
before his image had vanished from the 
surface of the glass and with proper in- 
cantations, but was he-Id to be more effec- 
! tual than wax dolls and rag babies. Hence 
! the superstition regarding the breaking of 
a looking glass. 


Why does a horseshoe bring good luck? 


O'/ie explanation of the use of this prosaic 
piece of ironmongery as a talisman is 
that the Russian peasants used to paint 
outside their doors a picture of the Bless- 
ed Virgin. The halo around the head 
they gilded. The rains and snows wash- 
ed off the paint eventually, but the gild- 
ing remained in the shape o£ a horseshoe, 
nnd the peasants regarded it with the 
same reverence as they had the whole 
picture. 
From Russia the 
travelers 


brought stories of the peasants having 
horseshoes at their doors ns a protection 
against evil fortune, aud so the supersti- 
tion of the horseshoe spread over the 
world. 


The other explanation, and probably 


the true one. is that the symbol is of a 
far more ancient origin. The Greeks and 
the Romans who pinned their faith to the 
goddess Diana used to wear as n symbo 
of their loyalty to the divine huntress her 
symbol ot the crescent moon. As the 
ages rolled the crescent became a horse- 
shoe. One is at liberty to accept cither ol 
these explanations or to reject both of 
them, but whatever the origin of the be 
lief in the horseshoe as a portent of goo<! 
luck, whether it bo the symbol of the 
heathen goddess Diana or of the Chris 
tian Virgin, there are hundreds of thou 
sands of people throughout the worlt' 
who would "never take the horseshoe 
from the door." 


Among the Italians a horseshoe is sup 


posed to be a protection agninst the evi 
eye, and when they feel in need of such 
nn amulet and have not a horseshoe 
handy they point out with the little finger 
nnd the first finger, tucking away the sec- 
ond nnd third fingers under the thumb 
nud thus making a passable sort of 
horseshoe of the hnnd. They" always do 
this in the rural districts of Italy when 
they rn-*t an Englishman, a man with a 
snapshot camera or anything else doubt- 
ful.

The Late Dowager Empress. 


It is to the Empress Frederick, the 


eldest daughter of Queen Victoria, that 
Germany is indebted for innovations that 
no German woman would have had the 
lardihood to suggest. 
During the lil'e- 


:ime of William II., as the wife ot the 
crown prince, thu prospective empress, 
Bhe wielded an immense influence—an in- 
luerice approved by her husband, who 
adored her, and which had for its para- 
mount aim the advancement of German 
women. She, herself a woman of natu- 
rally strong mind, had been thoroughly 
well educated. 
She has been called "a 


woman of universal attainments," famil- 
iar with international politics, inteiested 
in art and science and, like her sister 
Louise, now the Duchess of Argyll, she 
beguiled the time with brush, pen and 
pencil and kept up a voluminous corre- 
spondence with the eminent men nnd 
women of every country in Europe. It i.s 
due to her that the tbiergnrtcn, once a 
pleasure ground for thu aristocracy, was 
thrown open to the people, and she was 
also instrumental in establishing play- 
grounds for children in various open 
squares about Berlin. Her chief monu- 
ment, however—one destined to have a 
direct effect upon the future development 
of Germany—was the establishment o£ 
the Victoria lyceum for the higher educa- 
tion of women, nnd to which not only 
Germans but those of other nationalities 
are admitted. The tuition, which is tin- 
best that the empire affords, is free, and 
the Empress Frederick gave to it liber- 
ally of her own private means. 


Women Arbiter* ol Tnste. 


In civilized countries and nations wo- 


men by tradition and practice are the 
chief arbiters of our artistic life, says A. 
S. Atkinson, M. D., in The Ledger 
Monthly. They give by suggestion and 
appreciation the 
direction and

personal adornment and in social condi- 
tions, the three great arti&tic forms of a 
woman's life.

.Instance* of Failure of th« 
.Editorial Memory. 


Among magazine editors that particu- 


lar kind of a memory which recognizes 
instantly any literary thing which-it has 
seen before is developed to the limit of 
its capacity. Very rarely can a story be 
republished, even in a slightly garbled 
form or after an interval of mony years 
and not be recognized and spotted by 
some outside editor, even if it has slipped 
past the censorship of the staff. The 
method usually followed by people who 
attempt to pass off old stories as original 
ts to copy some practically unknown 
story by a famous author, leave out a 
little, add a little, and yet save enough 
that is gi)pd to make their version stand 
out from the ordinary run of the manu- 
scripts which are declined every day by 
the magazine editors. 


Some years ago one of the larger 


monthlies published a poem by a well 
known poet who died more than a cen- 
tury ago. As printed, it had been sent 
in by an unknown contributor from the 
west. This 'poem so struck the editor 
that he printed it, surrounded with a 
series of draw ings by one of his best and 
most expensive illustrators. 
When he 


was informed' by his friends of the true 
origin of the poem, he made a resolution 
to accept no contribution from authors of 
whom he had no personal knowledge, and 
for a year or two strictly maintained that 
policy. A somewhat similar case occur- 
red recently when a paper in this state 
published a poem by Keats and duly 
printed the poet's name beneath the title. 
A number of western papers reprinted 
the poem, giving credit to John Keats 
in the 
. 


The use of extracts from magazines in 


newspapers aud other magazines is not 
objected to by most of the large publish- 
ing houses, provided that the extracts are 
shoit ones and that n regular credit nnd 
cop> right notice is printed either ut ihe 
top or bottom of the article. In spite of 
this generally understood permission so 
many cases occur when material is used 
und no cu-dit ghen that a regular print 
ed form is kept on hand in most of the 
huge establishments to be sent out in 
such cases as come under their direct no- 
tice, cases which mount up in the course 
of a year to a large number. A warning 
is- usually enough to make the offending 
editor publish a note acknowledging his 
omission in the next issue of his paper, 
ami it i-. very rare that these slight of- 
feiiHCh have to be followed up any fur- 
ther.—New York Po.^t.

But these 
factors maice at 1he snme time for an 
ImhlferVnco toward the other sex, to- 
ward a iWsillusioiiism, which must show 
In the end. The average German girl 
thinks, I am eorry to say, that she will 
marry any one who will not make her 
unhappy; the ideal German girl thinks 
that she will marry only the man who 
will certainly make her happy.

Ideal American girl thiuks that she can 
marry only the man without whom she 
will be unhappy, nnd the average Amer- 
ican girl approaches 1his standpoint 
with an alarming rapidity."

The Cure of Gloves. 


In warm weather gloves grow shabby 
•cry quickly. When the hand per- 
spires freely, as it always does in sum- 
ner, It is almost Impossible to keep 
ven the nicest gloves looking well for 
any length of time unless the hands are 
dipped into and rubbed with fine oat- 
meal just before the gloves are slipped 
on. The meal will absorb the perspira- 
ion that is the cause of the gloves be- 
coming stiff and discolored, and keep 
the hands, at least for a time, quite dry. 
Instead of the oatmeal, fuller's earth 
may lie employed. 


When the gloves are removed, a little 


French chalk, fuller's earth, violet poiv- 
ier or oatmeal should be sprinkled into 
them, Into the lingers, as well as the 
palms of the gloves. This will prevent 
ILscolorniion. 


Gloves should never be folded up or 


they will wrinkle and fit badly ever 
after. They ought to be laid away 
quite flat, with all the fingers pulled 
out carefully. 


When trying on a new glove, have 


plenty of time, for if it is put on care- 
fully and correctly the first time it will 
last longer and look better during its 
entire wearing life. The hand should 
neither be coid nor too hot. A hot 
hand will most likely be damp. If so, 
oatmeal or fuller's earth will correct 
tills, and the hand just comfortably 
warm and perfectly drj should be care- 
fully Inserted Into the glove, finger by 
lliicer, the thumb last. In removing a 
glove turn the wrist portion over the 
hand, then loosen tho glove from the 
base of the fingers, not from the nail 
ends 


When white gloves are slightly soil- 


ed, they may be denned by rubbing the 
soiled part with a piece of India rub- 
ber or with a handful of baked flour; 
pipeclay, magnesia and benzine are 
also excellent. The latter, however, 
should be used most carefully, never 
where there Is gas or very strong light 
or heat.—Sarah Burrows in American 
Queen.

A Whirlpool In Which the Lai-Rent 


Steamers Would Be HelplesH. 


We sailed through tho famous mael- 


strom which tho ancients believed guards 
the- entrance to the biihliniost beauty of 
the fiords ot" the Lofodon iblunda ami has 
furnished so nuicli material for the itnng- 
iration of the Authors of Norwegian lejj- 
oiulry and modern novelists. It is a real- 
ity. 
IS'ot one, hut several maelstroms ac- 


tually exist, and any of them will answer 
the descriptions given by Victor HURO, 
Jules Verne, Kd^ar A. I'oo and writers 
of lust-or fame. The chief and most dan- 
gerous is an extraordinary whirlpool be- 
tween the islands of Moskcnc and Kocst, 
near the southern extremity of the Lofo- 
deu archipelago. It is called Mosknaes- 
Stiouituon. Another, by the island of 
Vacro, called the Saelstrom, is almost as 
danserous. 


There are many narrow channels be- 


tween the mountains where, great i;ol- 
umos of water coining from opposite di- 
rections meet as the tide flows in and out. 
They form temporary whirlpools twice a 
day, and during the spring tides or when 
(he natural currents are accelerated by 
1 envy «estern gales passage is impossi- 
ble. 
Xo vessel could survive them. Even 


u hales hare been caught and whirled 
around until they were dead. Between 
times,

look innocent 


erough. Even small boats can pass safe- 
Iv tluoiiKh them at the proper time each 
day, and the departure of the mail boats 
is regulated accordingly, hut they have 
actually disappeared, being sucked into 
the vortex and carried to the bottom to 
whirl and whirl and whirl until the wa- 
teib are tired and flow away, carrying 
the wrecks and bodies of the dead with 
them ou the undercurrent to emerge miles 
aud miles distant. . 


It is not strange that the ignorant and 


superstitious sailors of the middle ages 
attributed this mighty and mysterious ac- 
tion of the waters to supernatural power, 
ond their imaginative minds, always cre- 
ating monsters and miracles out of natu- 
ral phenomena which they could not un- 
derstand, placed in them an octopus whose 
awful arms were always extended to 
grasp unwary mariners who were so nn- 
fortunate as to come within his reach. 
Later writers and more intelligent repre- 
sented the maelstrom as a vast caldron in 
which the waters revolve with terrific 
speed, their centrifugal force extending a 
long distance and gradually drawing to- 
ward the center all -who venture within 
their power. The mariners struggle and 
shriek in vain. The monster is inexora- 
ble, and when the crisis comes the vessel 
springs out of the water and then shoots 
suddenly down into the vortex, while the 
shrieks of terror and despair are drowned 
in the rushing of the hungry torrent and 
the howling of the winds. 


The straits are very dangerous, and all 


vessels are warned to keep out of them. 
The notes upon the charts issued by the 
Norwegian hydrographic office say that 
"when the wind is steady at flood and 
ebb tide each day the whirlpool is still 
for half an hour or more, when boats 
maj then pass through, but half way be- 
tween flood and ebb tide the passage be- 
comes dangerous, although it can be used 
by steamers and large vessels when there 
is no wind for several hours a day. To- 
ward the height' of the tide or when a 
gale is blowing the water revolves with a 
speed of twenty-six miles an hour in 
mighty whirlpools in which the largest 
steamers would be helpless."—Norwegian 
Letter in Chicago Herald.

MORE FENCERS'THAN EVE~fV 


A Great Variety of Goodn Made Her* 


or Imported For Their Use. 


"Fencing goods," said a dealer In 


such articles, "are Imported, some from 
France, but the greater part from Ger- 
many. The foil, made with a blade 
32 inches In length for beginners, regu- 
lation length being 34, is made In very 
great variety as to details and manner 
of 
finish, 
Including 
foils 
designed 


especially for women's use. There are 
two familiar standard'kinds of guards 
for the foil—the figure 8 guard and the 
bell guard. 
These mountings are of 


Iron, of steel and of brass, some polish- 
ed and some nickel plated, sometimes 
engraved and gilded, the open guards 
being faced with leather of one kind 
or another, Including elkskm. 


"The foil handles are produced in 


great variety, not only as to shape, but 
as to the materials used in them. They 
are covered with leather of various 
kinds, Including sharkskin. Some are 
covered with velvet, some with plush 
and some with wire. The handles are 
corded or wire wound, those of the 
costlier foils with silver or with gold 
wire. As to the shapes of tbe handles, 
they are many. Teachers of the various 
schools of fencing might prefer one this 
shape and another that, and individual 
fencers have their preferences, and, of 
course, men want handles suited to 
their hands. 


"The foil blades are made In lighter 


and In heavier weights in various 
grades and in great variety as to fin- 
ish, some polished and some blued, and 
blades are etched and engraved and 
gilded. Foils are sold not only for use 
in fencing, but for decorative purposes. 
Some of the finest and most handsome- 
ly finished foils, variously ornamented, 
are put to such uses, and such foils are 
bought for presentation. Foils are, of 
course, produced at a great variety 
of prices. v They are sold in pairs. 


"Then there are sold rapiers and 


fencing swords in a variety of styles. 
There are sold wocden broadswords 
for beginners in sword exercise, and 
there are also sold, for fencing practice 
and for exercise, single sticks, or fenc- 
ing sticks, these being of wood, some- 
what shorter and lighter and also 
cheaper than foils and having basket 
hilts. 


""While the foils and rapiers and 


swords are Imported, almost all of the 
other fencing goods are made in this 
country. 
There are various kinds of 


fencing masks, including masks for 
foils, masks for stick ard sword prac- 
tice and masks for sword and rapier 
practice, these being severally adapted 
to their special uses and made, besides, 
each Iu some variety as to details ol 
construction and manner of finish. 
Then there are, of course, fencing 
gloves for men and for women, for use 
with the foils and for sword and rapier 
fencing. 
Then there are 
plastrons, 


made for the protection of the chest 
while fencing, tliese being of chamois 
skin, padded and quilted, and there are 
made plastrons for women,.these being 
of plush and padded and quilted and 
made to fit. 


"There is a fencing vest and jacket 


for foil fencing made of chamois skin, 
padded and quilted, and there arc for 
foil fencing jackets made of heavy 
linen. There are for sword or rapier 
exercise 
fencing jackets 
made of 


heavy duck and padded and quilted, 
and there are fencing belts and fenc- 
ing slippers. 


"There are more fencers in this coun- 


try now than ever before, including 
more womcu fencers than ever, and 
tho number of fencers Is all the time 
growing. Fencing is of course largely 
confined to cities and towns, but there 
are fencers all over tbe country. We 
sell fencing goods from New York to 
San Francisco and from St Paul to 
New Orleans."—New York Sun.

he farmers of New Hampshire are huv- 
og abundant harvests ibis season. Tb> 
xtrome drought of last year left thi 
rasa roots in poor condition, but copi- 
ms rains during the early part of tbi 
jresent season caused a good hay crop 
nd ihe large quantities of second croj 
fttely secured have made well filled 
oarns. The feed in pastures has beeo 
jood during the entire season, and pas- 
ture stock of all kinds is in excellent 
ondition. The seatou has been escep- 
iQnally Uvorablo for corn, and the eilot- 
are filled with, be best of feed. 


A considerable proportion of the core 
rop is still husked and dried in the old 
way, but the use of the silo is annuallj 
increasing. 


Early potatoes were nearly a failure, 


but tho crop from later planting it 
yielding well and finds ready sale at 50 
cents a bushel, taken direct from the 
field to the cur. Thirty carloads have 
oeen sent lo Ohio by a single buyer, and 
lie is still sending a carload a day. Ii 
is unusual to send farm products from 
Mew Hampshire to the great agricul- 
tural states of the west. Oats havr 


^ a fair crop, but a large proportion 


of this crop is now cut in the green 
stage and cured for fodder. The same 
is true of rye and barley. An in.ignifi- 
rant quantity of wLeat is grown in the 
state, 


The applo crop, 
which, 
probably 


yields as great net profit as any grown 
m the state, is the lightest fur many 
years, and will yield but a fraction oi 
the 
quantity of apples usually" con 


sutned in the state. In some instances 
orchards that yielded 500 barrels last 
neason me not yielding five bushels tint 
year, and those of inferior quality. On 
the whole tho farm crops of tho state 
are better than the average for a series 
of years, and the farmers are generally 
encouraged 


The crops of the state find a sale in 


the furm or dairy products more largely 
than in any other form, and consibt oi 
milk, buttur and cream. 
The recent 


agreement betwe«n the representatives 
of the milk producers and the contract 
orfl who handle the product in Boston 
o pay a straight price for the milk for 
he six months from Oct. I meets with 
tho general approval of the producers, 
and is one of the results of the famous 
'milk war" that was waged last spring. 
Previous to that time it hud been im- 
possible to get an agreement from the 
contractors upon a straight price, but 
the agreement had always been a price 
contingent upon the 
surplus milk, 


wlncu had been the groat stumbling 
block lor years. 


When the smoke of the battle cleared 


away, it was found that a straight price 
had been captured, and is continued 
for the coming winter at an advance of 
four cents a can over the summer price. 


The creamery and dairymen of the 


state are getting recognition in the but 
ter contests ac the Pan-Ameriorn c\ 
position that is exceedingly favorable to 
the New .Hampshire product and will 
increase the demand for it, while the 
sals of milk in New Hampshire cities, 
as regulated by the legislature of lasi 
winter, tends to greater confidence in 
its purity an J quality, and will increase 
tho consumption of milk when tua law 
is generally enforced. There is no par- 
ticular boom in agricultural matters re 
suiting from tho favorable conditions, 
but there seems to be a strong feeling 
of confidence in prevailing conditions 
among the farmers that has not always 
existed in the past.
